House Democrats make Vo,ing con,inues 
on miners' pact 
sweeping reform acts 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
today voted overwhelmingly to override 
President Ford’s veto of a bill that 
would provide the largest increase in 
veterans’ educational benefits since 
World War II 
As the House was voting, the White 
House announced that Ford would send 
to Congress a request for an 8814 million 
supplemental appropriations request if 
the Senate also decides to override the 
veto 


The House action set up the possibility 
of a third consecutive congressional 
rejection of a presidential veto. The 
Senate was scheduled to vote on the 
override attempt later today and was 
expected to provide far more than the 
two-thirds 
majority 
required 
to 
override. 


White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters that Ford believes 
the legislation is inflationary and that if

cap on the arms race,’’ but the figures 
he released indicated that the United 
States must deploy more strategic 
weapons to reach the ceilings. 
“ I can say this without hesitation or 
qualification,’’ Ford told Monday’s news 
conference. “ If we had not had this 
agreement, it would have required the 
United States to substantially increase 
its military expenditures in the strategic 
areas. So, we put a cap on the arms 
race.” 
The annual price tag for the 2,400 
delivery systems — missiles launched 
either from land or submarines, plus 
heavy bombers —and 1,320 multiwar­ 
head missiles will go up from $15 billion 
to |18 billion. Ford said much of that 
would be inflation.

Congress chooses to override his veto, it 
should “ pay the bill.” 
“ The President feels Congress should 
know what it is voting on,” he said. 
In response to a question, he said the 
President “ doesn’t mean to be punitive 
or retaliative.” 
“ If they override, then Congress can 
vote to put up the money to pay the bill,” 
Nessen said. 
Nessen said that the vote is not simply 
to override but is a vote on “ whether to 
increase the federal budget by over a 
half billion dollars.” 
He said that Ford had supported an 18 
Va per cent increase in the measure but 
felt that the nearly 23 per cent increase 
was inflationary at a time when he is 
trying to cut the budget. 
In calling for the override vote, lame- 
duck Rep Wiley Mayne, R-Iowa, labeled 
Ford’s Nov. 
26 veto a “ mistaken 
injustice to those (veterans) who did 
serve.” 


Ford’s two-part meeting with reporters. 
The President again pressured Congress 
to enact his legislative 
proposals, 
criticizing them for spending 81 billion 
more than he proposed. He predicted the 
United States would be without major 
gasoline shortages this winter, barring 
another Arab oil embargo.

It was so new that he didn’t 
want to pierce the fabric with a WIN 
button 
The President seemed relaxed and 
well prepared for the series of questions 
on strategic weapons. The United States 
has 838 MIRV-equipped missiles now. 
Pentagon sources say plans call for 1,286 
of the hydra-headed rockets —34 less 
than the limit. 
“ I intend to stay below the ceiling,” 
Ford said. “ That is the agreement, but 
we do have an obligation to stay up to 
that ceiling, and the budget that I will 
recommend will keep our strategic 
forces either up to or aimed at that 
objective.”

considering bids for renewed oil drilling 
from offshore platforms in state waters 
off Carpinteria and Summerland 
Only negative vote was cast by 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, who said the renewed drilling on 
state leaseholds would bring in more tax 
money to Santa Barbara. 
But 
the 
majority of the board 
members seemed to take the position 
that full environmental hazards hadn’t 
been considered by the Republican- 
oriented 
state 
commission 
in 
its 
perfunctory decision accepting a routine 
negative declaration of environmental 
harm. 
The 
request 
was 
initiated 
by 
Supervisors Frank Frost and James 
Slater, whose efforts to have similar 
action taken a week ago was stymied by 
a 2-2 deadlock vote with Board chairman 
Charles F. Catterlin refraining from 
voting. 
This 
time 
Catterlin 
and 
Supervisor Francis Beattie, of Lompoc, 
joined in approving the motion. They 
explained they didn't support it a week 
ago because it was a non-agenda item. 
County 
Environmental 
Quality 
Coordinator 
Albert 
F. 
Reynolds 
indicated he felt the state commission's 
ruling didn’t meet state environmental 
law 
requirements 
in 
that 
the 
commission, comprising appointees of 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, gave no reasons 
for 
findings 
of 
nonsignificant 
environmental impacts and failed to 
consider the “ seismic unknowns” in the 
channel. 
Mrs. 
George 
Sidenberg, 
Jr ., 
president, Carpinteria Valley Assn, and 
Frank Sarguis, representing Get Oil Out 
(GOO), both called on the board to join 
Santa Barbara in the legal action. 
Mrs. Sidenberg recalled that oil spills 
are continuing from platforms off 
Carpinteria Valley, and that in the past 
one has been struck by lightning and set 
afire. 
Tunnell declared he felt “ whatever we 
do here is academic.” He predicted the 
new state administration headed by 
Democratic Gov. Gerald Brown, Jr. 
would “ revoke the licenses and there 
will be no drilling anyway” from the two 
platforms involved. 
Meanwhile, Beattie said he had the 
word that new drilling in federal waters 
off the county coast would go ahead and 
“ it would behoove us to try to see that 
the strictest regulations possible” are 
enacted to prevent disastrous accidents 
in the channel.

He 
defeated 
moderate Rep. B. F. Sisk, D-Calif, 162- 
111. 
While Burton savored victory, Rep 
Wilbur Mills quietly accepted a major

United Press International 
A storm that carried its fury from the 
Midwest to the East Coast left more 
than 35.000 persons stranded today 
Michigan officials called the snow 
storm the worst since 1886 National 
Guard heavy equipment was mobilized 
in 
western 
Maryland 
and 
several 
communities were virtually isolated in 
Pennsylvania 
The story was the same in parts of 
Ohio. West Virginia and Virginia 
The American Red Cross estimated 
£.000 stranded in Michigan. Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, and reports 
indicated thousands more were trapped 
by snow-blocked highways in other 
states. 
In southwest Virginia, two persons 
froze to death More than 18 inches of 
snow blanketed parts of the state 
Dozens more died across the storm 
front 
in 
weather-related 
traffic 
accidents In Michigan alone, 27 persons 
died of heart attacks suffered while 
shoveling snow 
Many homes and other buildings were 
left without power, schools and shops 
were closed, and for the first time in its 
history, the Detroit Daily News —the 
nation's largest afternoon newspaper 
—was unable to publish because it could 
not deliver its papers. 
The snowstorm in the eastern coal 
fields also prevented about half of 
120,000 striking coal miners from voting 
on a new contract Monday, and United 
Mine Workers President Arnold Miller 
extended the voting through 8 p.m. 
Wednesday. 
Light snow continued to fall in western 
Maryland Monday night on top of 30 
inches already on the ground. 
Most roads were open, but state police 
with the aid of 15 National Guard trucks 
worked Monday night to clear 20 miles 
of U.S. Route 40 from Frostburg in 
western 
Allegany 
County 
west 
to 
Keysers Ridge 
“ We don’t know how many people are 
out 
there,” 
Maryland 
state police 
spokesman Bill Clark said. “ It’s a 
tedious thing to get by blocked cars and 
the rescue operation is going slowly.” 
Detroit received 18.9 inches of snow, 
and hundreds of schools and thousands 
of offices, banks, stores and plants were 
closed. Some companies even bought 
radio time to tell workers to stay home. 
Helicopters circling over Ann Arbor, 
Mich., said it looked like a ghost town. 
Detroit police said the storm even put 
crime at a standstill, with the city going 
42 hours without a homicide. 
The bloodless period ended with a 
shooting Monday night —in an argument 
over a parking space.

Action delayed on court consolidation 


City administrative aide 
well schooled in job 
°a" lre!trl. Administrator answers critics

Ask Bob Livingston and he'll 
tell you that he hit the big time 
when he came to Lompoc 
recently to join the city staff. 
The 
silver-haired 
rookie 
administrative assistant will 
also say that going to work for 
city staff boss Gene Wahlers 
has seemed like becoming a 
part 
of 
a 
humming 
administrative machine. 
To 
understand 
how 
Livingston feels about where 
he is, it helps to know where he 
was 
The town was called Lincoln, 
Oregon — a 5.000 population 
hamlet 
that 
had 
been 
registering 
a 
convulsive 
allergic reaction to the city 
manager form of municipal 
government since 1972. 
Fortified with an accounting 
degree, 
business 
administration training. Army 
computer technical experience 
and two years as a federal bank 
examiner, Livingston stepped 
into the fray at Lincoln as his 
first city government job. 
Before he left, six months 
later, 
the 
27-year-old 
administrative 
novice 
had 
performed as the city finance 
director, 
city 
clerk, 
city 
recorder and, for a brief and 
electrifying period, as the third 
Lincoln city manager in less 
than two years. 
The tiny town’s woes were 
metropolitan in scope 
Lincoln was a lash-up of five 
communities that continued to 
insist 
on 
their 
individual 
identities. It was a retirement 
community 
whose 
fixed- 
income 
dwellers 
could 
ill 
afford the taxes and rate boosts 
required to do an estimated 937 
million worth of sorely needed 
street 
and 
other 
improvements. 
The village was under state 
moratoriums on sewer and 
water hookups for failure to 
comply with state laws, but 
powerful 
development 
interests urged a volatile city 
council to ignore them. 
More than that, Livingston 
sighs in troubled nostalgia, the 
hue 
of 
the 
co u n cil’s 
development policy would shift 
from growth to no-growth and 
back 
again 
Administrative 
staff mandates issued at 9 a.m. 
would be countermanded by 
noon by an intervening mayor 
and the council was firing 
people right and left. 
‘When I left, there was only 
the planning director and me. 
Now, 
there’s only the city 
attorney. They had a lot of 
political problems,” Livingston 
understates. 
“ It 
was 
an 
interesting experience — kind 
of a baptism by fire.” 
The city manager form of 
city government is the form 
practiced 
in 
Lompoc. 
Livingston’s eventual goal is to 
become 
a 
city 
manager 
himself. Why, then, did he 
leave Lincoln? 
Because, he answers, he’d 
risen too fast in that hectic 
little town He was being called 
upon for decisions on city 
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Bob Livingston 


administrative 
matters 
he 
hadn’t had time to become 
skilled in. To develop this skill 
is why he came to Lompoc, the 
Kansas native explains, and 
also to get a foot in the 
California 
city 
manager 
market area 
Livingston’s days in Lompoc 
will lack the wild acceleration 
of those in Lincoln, but at least 
there will be time here to 
consider each administrative 
step at a time. 
Starting at 910,060 per year 
salary, Livingston wdl put his 
accounting training to work on 
next year’s city budget and will 
also assist with city data 
processing operations. 
A masters degree candidate, 
the new assistant is also taking 
responsibility for researching 
the city’s participation in the 
national 
Community 
Development 
Plan, 
a 
new 
federal grant program. 
Searching for a house to buy 
in 
a 
tight 
home 
market. 
Livingston, his wife, Linda, and 
his 
two-year-old 
son, 
Christopher, 
have 
taken 
quickly to the central coast 
area. 
Driving into Lompoc was an 
arrival for them if for no other 
reason, because there are local 
stores and supermarkets where 
there were none in Lincoln. 
“Really,” Livingston said, 
“ in moving from there to here, 
it really seemed like we were 
moving to a big city.” 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers 
says 
Livingston’s 
duties will mainly involve city 
utility matters and this is the 
reason his salary is being 
charged 
to 
city 
utility 
department budgets. 
Wahlers added that he and 
former 
Assistant 
City 
Administrative Officer Dustin 
Griffith performed many of 
these same duties themselves 
prior to Livingston’s arrival. 
The city administrative staff 
salary budget for fiscal 1974- 
1975 was cut by 914,775 because 
Griffith, who earned $18,360, 
left to become city manager of 
Chowchilla 
and was 
not 
replaced. Administrative Aide 
Ric Rea was tabbed to move up 
to the title of administrative 
assistant, to perform many of 
Griffith’s personnel and some 
other duties and to receive a 
pay 
boost from 
99,495 
to 
$12,590. 
Livingston’s pay is not drawn 
from the administrative staff 


budget, though he performs 
duties formerly performed by 
administrative staffers. If it 
were, the 914,775 salary savings 
listed in the current budget 
would not hold up. 
But the tally would still show 
that the city is paying 95,185 
per year less to employ Rea 
(with his raise) and Livingston 
than it was paying to keep 
Griffith and Rea on the staff 
under the old arrangement 


Zaca Lake

Cal-Pac Recreational, Inc. 
now is following through with a 
court suit against the county, 
with hearing set for Dec. 23 in 
Superior Court. 


The legal action filed by the 
developers — Howard Olsen, 
president, 
and 
Frederick 
Kling, attorney — calls on the 
court to reverse the Board of 
Supervisors’ vote denying a 
160-site 
overnight 
camp 
project, which had been pared 
down from an earlier 320 sites 
sought. 


Developers 
claim 
they 
cannot operate without losses 
on the 50 day site permit 
approved by the county. 
The legal action is based on 
the 
contention 
by

developers that they

misled by County Planning 
Director Britt Johnson. 


They said they were given 
assurance that the county could 
permit the proposed large- 
scale

development before they went

The Board of Supervisors on 
Monday rescinded its action of 
Nov. 18 calling on the setting up 
of a new position of lay 
administrator 
to 
head 
the 
County Health Department. 


Instead, 
the board voted 
Monday — on the advice of the 
county counsel — to continue 
the 
present 
organizational 
structure in the department 
and recruit for a health officer 
to succeed Dr. Joseph T. 
Nardo, who is retiring next 
spring. 


The 
administrative 
code 
requires the head of the health 
department to be a medical 
officer, 
the 
board 
was 
informed 
by Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson. 
He said the advice came from 
the county counsel’s office. 


Supervisors had taken the 
position 
that 
a 
lay 
administrator 
could 
handle 
many 
time-consuming 
administrative functions within 
the department, leaving the 
medical doctor more time for 
purely medical functions.

The date on which County 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson based his 
recommendation for a deletion 
of 18 deputy sheriff positions 
from the budget of Sheriff John 
W Carpenter had come from

and 
his assistant, 
David Smith 
Johnson and Smith made the 
statement 
in 
response 
to 
serious allegations from the 
newly-set up Deputy Sheriff’s 
Assn of the county, formerly 
the Sheriff’s Relief and Benefit 
Assn. 
An 
association 
statement 
made public after the Board of 
Supervisors 
voted 
3-2 
to 
restore the 18 positions — but 
without 
county 
funding 
-* 
pictured Johnson as providing 
misinformation 
to 
the 
supervisors which resulted in 
the budget cut last summer. 
The association, headed by 
Sgt. Robert Prince, took the 
position that Johnson should 
resign, in view of the fact, it 
was alleged the cut “ has 
created 
many 
serious 
problems.” Johnson also was 
charged with moving to curtail 
overtime 
in 
the 
sheriff’s 
department 
that 
has 
been 
building up as a result of the 
allegedly short staff 
Johnson and Smith have hit 
back 
sharply 
at 
the 
association's 
allegations 
of 
“ u n tru th s " 
from 
the 
administrative office. 
The 
recommendation 
resulting in the cutback by the 
supervisors last June “ was 
based on the sheriff's request 
and 
our 
interpretation 
of 
manning 
requirements 
for 
eight South Coast beats, plus 
the foot patrol in Isla Vista,” 
Johnson s office stated 
Smith 
pointed 
out 
his 
analysis of the sheriff’s patrol 
office (including dispatchers) 
came after a study of so-called 
“ 8 plan” and “ 10 plan” (8 and 
10-hour 
shifts) 
statistics 
furnished 
by 
the 
sheriff’s 
office. Smith utilized the 8-hour 
shift plan for the reduction 
sought. 
This had led to decision to 
recommend elimination of 11 
posts, along with seven other 
positions seen as no longer 
needed with discontinuance of 
the policy of one deputy for 
each 1,200 population, it was 
stated. 
The administrative officer 
said “ there was no way” his 
office could have ignored the 
desk deputies. 
The association statement 
claimed that “ by cutting the 
patrol force, cutting off the use 
of overtime and callback, we 
firmly believe Johnson and 
Smith are attempting to further 
the 
annexation 
of 
Goleta 
Valley.” 
“ There’s no such motive,” 
answered Johnson. 
The association, said Sgt. 
Prince, 
feels strongly that 
“ consolidated law enforcement 
provides the most service for 
the least amount of money,” 
and that segmented police 
forces can be much more 
costly. 
But 
the 
administrative 
office, in arguing for a reduced 
number of deputies, said it was 
interested in efficiency and 
saving of county tax funds, and 
furthermore 
pointed 
to 
sheriff s figures of a reduction 
in serious crimes as giving 
leeway for a reduced force at 
this time. 
Whereas the sheriff and the 
association have taken the 
position the depleted force 
resulted in under-staffing for 
patrols, Johnson and Smith 
claim the present force is in 
line with a formula of one 
deputy per 1,325 population 
seen as adequate compared 
with many other counties. 
Up to 1968, Johnson showed, 
the 
ratio 
was 
one 
field 
deputy 
for 
each 
1,650 
population. 
Johnson said he feels that 
while population is a factor 


that must be considered in 
patrol staffing, that it is “ not 
too significant., road mileage 
is a bigger factor.” 


The sheriff’s department has 
always been a complex one for 
county administrative officers 
to work with and figure out 
needs for. The county’s first 
administrative officer, t)avid 
Watson, was constantly at 
loggerheads with then Sheriff 
James Webster. Johnson and 
Sheriff Carpenter have rarely 
seen eye to eye 
so far as 
personnel needs are concerned, 
The sheriff-coroner budget 
shows 270 positions authorized, 
with 129 more authorized in the 
detention facilities for a total 
of 
399. 
Now 
18 
more 
positions have been authorized 
for county funding in the 1975- 


76 fiscal year, even if the 
sheriff can’t fill many of them 
this year with special grant 
funds 


Back in 1967-68 the sheriff’s 
force 
had 
159 
authorized 
positions with an estimated 
population of 120,876 in the 
county's unincorporated area. 
Now the population in the 
county areas excluding the five 
cities is seen at 135,125. 


The 
administrative office 
said that the authorization for 
18 more deputies will “ restore 
one 
position each 
in 
the 
Solvang, Santa Maria, Lompoc 
and Cuyama offices,” 
and 
restore patrol strength in the 
South Coast area to the level it 
was previously budgeted for. 
This means the South Coast 


patrol strength will go up to 69 
eventually as a result of the 
latest decision. 


The Deputy Sheriff’s Assn 
statement was a hard-hitting as 
any statement ever to come out 
of 
a 
county 
employes’ 
organization. 


The association statement 
said the actual patrol force 
after the cutback was 74 
deputies, and it wasn't enough 
“ even 
with 
overtime 
and 
callback.” Johnson and Smith 
were accused of “ running” the 
sheriff’s department 
Sheriff Carpenter said he 
hopes to fill six of the 18 
authorized new positions by 
grant funds by early next year 
and 
others

Bank economist predicts 
lagging county growth 


With 
most 
economic 
indicators, 
except 
personal 
income, 
Santa 
Barbara 
County's 
growth 
will 
lag 
slightly behind the statewide 
average in 1975, according to 
United California Bank (UCB). 


Total personal income will 
increase 9 3 per cent, to a total 
of 9165 billion, but in non- 
agricultural 
employment, 
median family income, total 
retail sales, and housing unit 
permits, the county’s growth 
will be less than the state 
average. 


The 
county 
outlook 
was 
discussed by Dr. Raymond 
Jallow, senior vice president 
and UCB’s chief economist, as 
he presented the bank’s 12th 


annual economic forecast at a 
meeting of business leaders 
today in Santa Barbara 
He said the state’s economy 
will continue sluggish through 
the first half of 1975 Housing 
starts and auto sales will still 
be 
struggling 
along 
at 
depressed 
levels, 
and 
unemployment will continue to 
be a nagging problem for the 
state. 


In Santa Barbara County 
there will be only a slight 
increase in housing activity, 
with 1,800 units expected — up 
only 100 from 1974. 


Non-agricultural 
employment will increase by 
2,000, to 94,000. 
Median family income in the 


county will increase by 6.8 per 
cent in 1975 to 914.205 (the 
statewide 
average 
will 
be 
915,265) 
Retail sales will increase 8 
per cent, to 9810 million. 
Tourist 
and 
recreation 
activities will display more 
vigor in 1975, aiding business 
growth in the hotel-motel and 
amusements-recreation 
sec­ 
tors. 
In discussing the national 
economy Jallow said much of 
the 
expected 
increase 
in 
consumer spending and gross 
national product will result 
from 
higher 
prices. 
The 
inflation rate should settle to 
nine per cent, he said, which 
will help boost Americans’ 
disposable income slightly.

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. 
(U PI) — Hurled by tremendous 
orbital motion from its encoun­ 
ter with Jupiter, Pioneer 11 
shot away today for the first 
spacecraft look at the ringed 
planet Saturn. 
The 570-pound Pioneer swept 
Monday night through Jupiter’s 
radiation belts to a point 26,000 
miles from the planet’s cloud 
tops —three times closer than 
Pioneer 
10 
approach 
last 
December. 
Sweeping under the South 
Pole and out over the North 
Pole, Pioneer 11 demonstrated 
that the planet can be used as a 
slingshot to toss bigger space­ 
craft of the future out for 
investigations of the outer 
planets 
It had not been known before 
whether a 
spaceship close 
enough to Jupiter to catch its 
orbital motion could survive a 
radiation belt equal in power to 
several hydrogen bombs. 
Pioneer was hit close to the 
planet with an intense radiation 
peak that lasted only a few 
minutes. 
The peak caused 
several dozen false commands 
to instruments but apparently 
resulted in no great damage. 
A NASA official said, "Pion­ 
eer 
10 
tickled 
Jupiter’s 
dragon's tail but Pioneer 11 
flew right into the dragon’s 
mounth. It emerged only a 
little singed ” 
At Saturn Pioneer will find a 
gas planet 700 times the volume 
of earth, yet light enough to 
float in water. Saturn’s three 
rings 
are 
believed 
to 
be 
composed of flying rocks and 
ice. 
Pioneer’s exact course — 
whether it cuts between the 
rings or flies over them —will 
be decided by the space agency 
in a few months.

Tass said the mission, which 
began 
Monday, 
would 
last 
several days and include a 
simulated docking to prepare 
for next July’s linkup with an 
American Apollo ship. 
,y.S. and Soviet space offi­ 
cials conferred by telephone 
abobt the flight, according to 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in Hous­ 
ton. 
U.S. 
ground 
stations 
tracked the craft. 
The Soviets gave wide pub­ 
licity to Soyuz 16, apparently in 
an effort to dispel doubts raised 
by 
past 
mishaps 
in 
the 
Kremlin’s troubled space pro­ 
gram. 
Western experts said they 
expected the Souz 16 to be the 
first of two dry-run flights by 
the Soviets to satisfy American 
space officials. 


The experts said NASA is 
happy about the proven ability 
of the moon-tested Apollo but 
would like to see a couple of 
trouble-free 
warmup 
Soyuz 
missions 
before 
the 
joint 
project. 
The Soyuz has experienced 
past stabilization 
problems, 
which caused the craft to roll in 
space, but the ship has been 
modified to correct the defects.

House committees took tes­ 
timony from some of the 4,000 
physicians attending the 28th 
clinical convention here Mon­ 
day.

The AMA seeks the dues 
increase because of an $3 
million operating deficit this 
year. The AMA has dropped 22 
standing committees, councils 
and departments and laid off 94 
staff to cut expenses. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)- In a 
flood of bills introduced Mon­ 
day during the legislature's 
organizational meeting were 
familiar measures either killed 
or vetoed last session. 
Authors and supporters of the

Two of the most evident 
repeaters were a Farm Labor 
Bill (AB1) and a measure

Union immediately threw its 
support behind the new farm 
labor bill which would enable 
farm workers to choose secret­ 
ly which union they wanted. 
A similar labor measure, 
also by Assemblyman Richard 
Alatorre, D-Los Angeles, was 
killed during the last session on 
a procedural motion 
Sen. George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno, 
launched 
another 
effort to establish a state 
program for home financing 
which 
would 
provide 
$200 
million in bond funds for home 
loans 
and 
create 
a 
new 
government 
housing 
"corporation.” 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagaq 
in 
August vetoed a similar hous­ 
ing bill saying it could damage 
the state’s credit. 
Lawmakers in the Assembly 
and Senate met Monday for the 
organizational session to pre­ 
pare for the 1975-76 two-year 
session. The regular session 
begins Jan. 6. 
Another measure (AB15) by 
Assemblyman Charles Warren, 
D-Los Angeles, would attempt 


to put a halt to dwindling farm 
land through land use planning 
Several measures to give 
senior citizens greater tax 
relief also were introduced, 
along with others calling on the 
legislature to make public its 
telephone, travel, and other 
expenses. 
Among the 150 bills and 
resolutions was one i ACR2) by 
Howard Berman. D-Beverly 
Hills, calling on the legislature 
to proclaim 1975 California 
Women’s Year 
and urging 
other states to ratify the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 
Other bills introduced includ­ 
ed a measure <SB34i which 
would require the Franchise 
Tax Board to adjust personal 
income taxes according to 
inflation. 
Others included:

—creation

Gilliam's accomplice, Ralph 
Jensen, 25, attempted to escape 
by posing as a hostage when a 
group of three were released A 
woman hostage whispered to 
C 
l ice that one of the two men 
sed with her was Jensen, and 
he was taken into custody. 
During their negotiations, 
police brought Gilliam some 
wine that he requested, hut he 
surrendered without drinking 
it. They also agreed during 
their telephone negotiations to 
bring Gilliam’s mother here to 
talk with him by paying the 
woman's plane fare. 
Gilliam was entrenched in 
the second floor office section 
of 
P e trin i’s 
Plaza, 
a 
supermarket complex in a 
residential neighborhood near 
Golden Gate Park. He held five 
hostages with two guns while a 
helicopter hovered overhead. 
Police stood guard with rifles 
and submachine guns.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
federal judge who owns oil 
company stock Monday dis­ 
qualified himself from presid­ 
ing over a legal struggle by 
California against federal off­ 
shore oil drilling plans. 
U.S. District Court Judge A. 
Andrew Hauk said he owns a 
“ substantial amount” of Union 
Oil Company stock, creating a 
conflict of interest. 
Hauk was to head three 
motions in the suit Monday, 
including

Western Oil and Gas Associa­ 
tion to become a party to it. 
He noted that Union Oil is a 
member of the trade associa­ 
tion and ‘‘would undoubtedly” 
be involved in any offshore 
drilling bids. 
He represented Union when 
he was in private practice from 
1952 to 1964, the judge said, and 
was given stock options. “ I get 
dividends out of that stock and I 
think 
that’s

Saxbe condemns 
pot legalization 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) - 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe says the legalized use of 
marijuana may result in “ a 
society where 10-year-olds can 
buy marijuana at the corner 
candy store —and no one gives 
a damn.” 
He 
said Monday current 
estimates indicate that one out 
of seven youths over 12 has 
experimented with marijuana 
Legalization of the drug would 
increase its use among children 
significantly, Saxbe said in a 
speech before California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s conference on 
criminal justice. 
‘‘Those who advocate easing 
the bans on marijuana argue 
for the right of adults to do as 
they choose,” he said. “ But if 


you legalize marijuana. I just 
don’t see any way to keep it 
from being made availabe to 
children, and used by them, in 
huge numbers. 
“The question is whether we 
want a society where 10-year- 
olds can buy marijuana at the 
comer candy store —and no 
one gives a damn. I do not think 
that should he the wave of the 
future ” 
There is growing evidence 
that marijuana is “ no harmless 
lollipop,” Saxbe said. 
“ Legalizing marijuana would 
pose not only a law enforce­ 
ment problem hut a public 
health problem as well, and the 
nation already has too many 
public health problems 
other substances.”

Mexican leftist leader 
dies but legend continues 


MEXICO CITY (U PI) - 
Lucio Cabanas is dead, hut not 
his legend. The cafe ballads 
still tell about his decade of 
defiance in the rugged Sierra 
Madre Mountains. 
The 
Mexican 
government 
said 
the 36-year-old leftist 
leader was killed Monday near 
the Pacific resort of Acapulco, 
climaxing two days of fighting 
in which 28 guerrillas and two 
soldiers died. 
“ I just don’t believe it’s 
true,” a worker said in Mexico 
City. In southwestern Mexico, 
popular cafe ballads about the 
teacher-tumed-guerrilla 
rang 
out in taverns. 
Government sources said the 
bullet-riddled body of Cabanas, 
who 
had 
a 
Robin 
Hood 
reputation 
among 
Mexico's 
poor, 
was 
undergoing 
an 
autopsy at an army base. 
A Defense Ministry com­ 
munique 
said 
government 
troops shot down the comman­ 
do chief and ten followers in a 
Sierra Madre battle Monday, 
two days after 17 of his 
guerrillas were slain in similar 
clash. 
Cabanas and his band were 
denounced by the government 
as “ common criminals,” re­ 
sponsible for nearly a decade of 
ambushes, kidnapings and mur­ 
ders. 
However, the songs said he 
distributed his booty among 
poor peasants of Guerrero 
State, one of Mexico’s most 
impoverished regions. In the 
past 
year, 
police 
credited 
Cabanas with four kidnapings 
and a take of 8720,000 in ransom 
money. 
In the most publicized kid­ 
naping, he seized Sen. Ruben 
Figueroa while the 74-year-old 
legislator was trying to negoti­ 
ate with the rebel leader. 


Troops freed the senator three 
months later in a Sierra Madre 
shoot-out. 
Cabanas, who led a leftist 
group called the Poor People’s 
party, 
turned 
to 
guerrilla 
activities in 1966. 
Francisco Davila Otero, an 
Acapulco police official and 
friend of Cabanas in their 
student days, said recently the 
guerrilla chief’s struggle was 
“ sincere.” 
“ He was always true to his 
ideals,” Davila said. “ He never 
faltered.” 
But his one-time captive, 
Sen. Figueroa, called Cabanas 
“ mentally 
deranged, 
cruel, 
with a thirst for sensational 
publicity, guided by an infantile 
leftism.” 
Military 
authorities 
said 
Cabanas’ activities ended with 
his death, hut some Mexicans 
thought otherwise. 
“ Someone else like him will 
appear soon,” one laborer said 
in Mexico City.

resolution (SCR3) was sent to

Assembly 
for

consideration on a bare majori­ 
ty 21-9 vote The action came 
barely two hours into the 
opening day of the new session. 
The measure was authored 
by freshman Sen. Nate Holden, 
D-Culver City With the help of 
other Los Angeles-area legis­ 
lators, he overcame opposition 
and parliamentary roadblocks 
to push the measure through on 
the same afternoon he was 
sworn in, a highly unusual feat. 
It was aimed specifically at 
the six-county South Coast Air 
Basin, which includes smoggy 
Los Angeles, where owners of 
1966-70 cars must have the $35 
devices installed on a month 
by-month basis depending on 
the last digit of the license 
plate. 
The program went into effect 
last September, beginning with 
license digit 1. October was the 
deadline 
for 
number 
2, 
November for 3, and so on 
Holden’s resolution asked the 
Highway Patrol not to enforce 
the requirements until the 
legislature 
can 
consider a 
“ remedial” repeal of the law 
Violators are subject to a 
mandatory |50 fine, but it has 
been the patrol’s policy until 
this month to issue warnings 
Patrol Commissioner Dan 
Lanza said in an interview that 
if the Assembly agreed to the 
resolution, the patrol probably 
would 
refrain 
from giving 
tickets hut continue to hand out 
warnings. 
Holden called the require­ 
ments unfair to residents of 
Los Angeles and low-income 
persons who typically drive 
used cars. He said the added 
burden on car engines caused 
by the devices accounts for 
consumption of 200,000 extra 
gallons of gasoline each day. 
The anti-smog devices, which 
can he installed only at state 
authorized garages, are de­ 
signed to cut emissions of 
nitrogen oxide, a prime compo­ 
nent of California's smog

Collier, 73, crusty dean of the 
legislature was reported to he 
targeted for removal as chair­ 
man of the powerful Finance 
Committee and given back the 
chairmanship of the Transpor­ 
tation Committee. 
At the start of the new 
legislative session on Monday 
McCarthy staved off a second 
run by Brown to oust him as the 
most powerful figure in the 
legislature while Mills easily 
survived a similar assault by 
Sen George Zenovich of Fres­ 
no All are Democrats. 
After the showdown vote 
behind closed doors in the 
Assembly Democratic caucus, 
Brown, who had the support of 
minority Republican refused to 
rule himself out for a possible 
future 
challenge 
but 
told 
newsmen he was through “ for 
the moment.” 
“ I ’m going to cool off and 
allow 24 hours to go by before I 
think of doing anything differ­ 
ent than before,” McCarthy 
told reporters who asked about 
what plans he had for Brown 
and the Republicans. 
“ But,” he added acidly, “ I 
can’t 
look 
kindly 
about 
someone trying to take a small 
number of Democrats and 
joining with Republicans to 
elect a speaker.” 
It takes 41 votes in the 
Assembly to choose a speaker, 
and the divided Democrats 
total 54.

- Archie Griffin 
of Ohio State, the most consistent 
runner in collegiate history, today was 
named winner of the Heisman Trophy as 
the outstanding player in the nation and 
became the first junior to win college 
football s most coveted award since 
1963 
Griffin, who becomes the first junior 
since Navy's Roger Staubach in 1963 to 
capture the Heisman Trophy, received 
463 first place votes and 1,920 points in a 
balloting of selected sports writers and 
sportscasters from across the nation to 
beat out Anthony Davis of Southern 
California. 
Davis, a senior, got 120 first place 
votes and 819 points to finish well ahead 
of the third place finisher, junior Joe 
W ashington 
of 
Oklahoma 
Tom 
Clements of Notre Dame was fourth 
followed by David Humm of Nebraska 
Rounding out the top 10 were Dennis 
Franklin of Michigan, Rod Shoate of 


Oklahoma. Gary Sheide of Brigham 
Young, Randy White of Maryland and 
Steve Bartkowski of California 
Griffin, a 5-foot 9, 184-pound tailback 
who has started since his freshman 
year, set a NCAA record by rushing for 
over 100 yards m 22 consecutive games 
This season the native of Columbus. 
Ohio, 
finished 
second nationally 
in 
rushing average with 147 3 yards per 
game and his 6 9 average per carry was 
the best in the country 
Overall, Griffin gained 1,743 yards, 
including 52 yards on pass receptions 
and 71 on kickoff returns He also scored 
12 touchdowns in leading the Buckeyes 
to the Big Ten Conference title and a 
berth in the Rose Bowl 
Griffin is the fourth Ohio State player 
to win the Heisman Trophy but the first

momentum of the past, President Ford 
scored at Vladivostok what appears to 
be a notable breakthrough in the control 
of offensive nuclear weapons At the 
same time he joined with Chairman 
Leonid Brezhnev in appealing for a new 
start on negotiations in the Middle East.

Rumsfeld Rummy, 42 
years old, 
fresh as paint, is a take- 
charge chief of staff. He has moved 
rapidly to reshape the White House 
personnel and that is only the beginning 
Those in the administration following 
Rumsfeld's rapid rise believe he will 
have a strong hand in strengthening 
Ford's position in Congress and the 
country. This involves selecting at least 
three lame-duck Republicans who will 
be rewarded not with top posts but with 
offices in which they can build political 
fences. 
More surprising is the likelihood that 


at least two Democrats will be offered 
places to promote the concept of a 
united front on energy and the Middle 
East. 
As for Rummy himself, with his 
limitless ambition encompassing the 
presidency, a cabinet post is in order in 
the new year, although which one is still 
uncertain This goes with an insider’s 
prediction that 80 per cent of the present 
cabinet will have vanished by early 
spring 
Given his rapidly expanding powers, 
Rumsfeld is sure to have a hand in 
trying to resolve the energy muddle 
Despite the Ford stonewall, there are 
those high in the Administration who 
believe that, since voluntarism is not 
working, some form of compulsion is 
essential if oil imports are to be cut 
back 
One is Secretary of the Treasury 
William E. Simon He intends to put the 
case for a 20-cents a-gallon tax increase 
up to the President. It is combined with 
a system of tax rebates to cushion the 
blow 
for 
low-income 
motorists 
commuting long distances to work With 
his successful record in finance, Simon 
is well equipped to make the case 
Given his remarkable rise since he 
came from his post as ambassador to 
NATO 
in 
Brussels, 
Rumsfeld 
has 


inevitably made enemies But the rock 
on which he builds is the loyalty of the 
President. When he came to Congress 
from a safe Republican district in 
Illinois, he struck up a friendship with 
Ford. 
He was one of four House 
members leading the push to make Ford 
minority leader. 


Returning from his Asian tour with 
the 
success 
at 
Vladivostok, 
the 
President should be emboldened to take 
the decisive steps, so long avoided, here 
at home. High prices and the energy 
muddle count for much more in the 
popularity scale than the long-term 
promise of a stop to the nuclear arms 
race 


The burden we 
impose on our 
Presidents is a cruel one. They must be 
head of state, carrying out all the 
ceremonial and cosmetic functions, as 
well as head of government trying to run 
the country. 


When he announced he would run for a 
full term in 1976, Ford said he enjoyed 
being President. Certainly he shines 
with dignity and spirit in the ceremonial 
role. Getting down to resolving the 
conflicts of a country deeply divided is 
far more formidable.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Room 
2203 of the Dirksen Senate Office 
Building may be the most slugabed, 
least necessary chamber on Capitol Hill. 
It belongs to the vice president of the 
Republic, when there is a vice president 
of the Republic, and therefore, like the 
other aspects of his office, Room 2203 
has no meaning other than atmospheric 
nor any responsibility save that of weak 
custom. Outsiders call the chamber the 
‘‘half-vast wasteland.’’ So do some 
insiders. 
“ We 
have 
one 
constitutional duty,” 
says a staffer, "that 
is, we are a part of the 
logging 
system 
for 
foreign 
correspon­ 
dence. We check it in 
and pass it on. Other 
than this, we aren’t 
overworked. I think 
we have 24-25 people 
on the staff, 
the office budget is about a half million a 
year — but, 1 think it’s a waste. If we all 
stayed home for a month, the nation 
wouldn't miss us a twit.” 


Indeed, it is true that the Capitol Hill 
office of the vice president is something 
less than critically important to the 
gears of government. And by extension, 
the same is now and again being said 
about all Washington offices of the V.P., 
including the constitutional office as 
well.

Nelson 
Rockefeller, thoughtful observers are 
wondering whether the post, which 
Rockefeller himself has referred to as 
"seconds,” is necessary at all. 


Critics of the Veep office (the term 
veep is an affectionate acronym; other 
nicknames are rated X ) are not sudden 
creations. Politics have, for 200 years, 
decried 
the 
worthlessness 
of 
the 
position. Historians such as Arthur 
Schlesinger, Jr., have felt the office is 
entirely political, totally undemocratic, 
thus "mischievous." 


In 
a 
Midwest 
poll 
taken 
by 
a 
newspaper 50 years ago, only half of 
those asked could name the sitting vice 
president. One responded that, "well, 
whoever he is, he should be ashamed — 
why doesn’t he get a job?” 
Now the issue may be brought out of 
the context of snickers and into more 
serious public discussion. Sen. Edward 
Kennedy 
(D-Mass.) 
is 
putting 
his 
personal weight behind a proposal to 
abolish the vice presidency once and for 
all. This week Kennedy will introduce 
legislation aimed at replacing the 25th 


Amendment (presidential succession) 
with laws mandating special elections 
"whenever presidents are unable to fill 
out terms;” his idea is to assure that 
presidential vacancies, in the future, 
will not be filled by appointees, political 
hack V.P.s or those who can fast talk a 
nod out of 500 members of Congress. — 
but by those who are freeely elected. 
The plan is timely at the least. It’s 
ratification would not only insure that 
never again would a U.S. president, like 
a dictator, choose his own successor or 
potential successor, but it would do 
away with one of the most blatant anti­ 
democratic legalities in the land. 
Not since the first quarter century of 


the nation’s life have Americans truly 
chosen a vice president by popular vote. 
What they’ve done is to agree with the 
presidential candidate’s choice. In three 
instances in the last quarter century, 
those choices have gone on to the 
presidency 
with 
no 
mandate 
or 
constituency of their own 
For 
all 
the 
logic 
of 
Kennedy’s 
proposal, 
though, 
it is undoubtedly 
doomed to fail. Congress does not easily 
eliminate tapestries from government, 
even those which are outdated and 
shoddy. 
Besides, 
Kennedy’s 
plan 
smacks to some as quasi-parliamentary 
— new elections any time — and such is 
un American.

Two major questions focus attention

Both have 
inspired some handicapping by local 
prognosticators. On the one hand many

selected to succeed Supt. Glen Wegner 
who is stepping down in June after 17 
years at the helm of Lompoc Unified 
School District. 
Just to indulge m 
some off the cuff fan­ 
tasy, it would appear 
that it will not be a 
woman 
if the 
suc­ 
cessor is chosen from 
among five who have 
been 
recommended 
for 
f o llo w u p 
interviews. 
Beyond 
that nothing is known 
for sure except that 
the one who is chosen 
probably will be clean 
as a hounds tooth in a 
personal 
vein 
and 
s p o r t i n g 
an 
educational record of 
staggering 
propor­ 
tions. 
Some teachers have expressed a desire 
for a superintendent with a doctorate 
while others have indicated a lesser 
standard. Some teachers have suggested 
the 
new 
superintendent 
should 
be 
someone 
favorably 
disposed 
to 
collective bargaining for teachers, while 
others have emphasized the ability to 
communicate and listen as of highest 
concern. 
Both 
the 
district’s 
assistant 
superintendents, Alice Milligan and Mel 
Wilde meet the basic qualifications of 
education and experience as set forth by 
the board, but Mrs. Milligan for one 
announced for any and all around her to 
hear that she had not applied for the job. 
There are some who figure that Mrs. 
Milligan, as much as any administrator 
in the district has been closest to the 
seat of power in the local district. It is 
Mrs. Milligan who has negotiated with 
the Certificated Employe Council on 
salaries 
and 
working 
conditions. 
Likewise it is Mrs. Milligan who has 
steered the district through the maze of 
federal requirements on such programs 
as Public Law 874 impact aid. As head of 
personnel services, she has also had a 
hand 
in 
managing 
the 
district’s 
personnel commission and thereby has 
had a part in dealing with district 
business all the way down to gardening, 
and the repair of classroom clocks. 
Wilde told this reporter some time 
before 
the 
Nov. 
15 
deadline 
for 
applications that he had not made up his 
mind whether to apply or not. Wilde has 
been an assistant superintendent longer 
than Mrs. Milligan and managed the 
sometimes formidable business aspects 
of the district before he switched to head 
curriculum departments. 
The other question has to do with 
speculation on who will and who won’t 
run for the school board. Most concern 
naturally focuses initially on whether 
the three incumbents will run again. All 
three, Karl Braun, Archie Nogle and 


John Beattie have been popular vote 
getters. 
Braun 
eliminated 
the 
speculation on his candidacy Monday. 
He took out nominating papers and told 
this reporter he would run for re- 
election. 
Not so certain are the other 
two 
incumbents. Beattie hesitated to run 
four years ago, but did and polled 
heavily, a tribute not only his name, but 
also 
to 
the 
mixture of 
homespun 
directness and personal modesty that 
have characterized the man. Beattie has 
been heavily involved in statewide farm 
and crop program management. 
Nogle has been an excellent vote 
getter and a strong champion of the 
athletic programs in addition to his 
interest in 
developing a good overall 
educational system. Nogle is known to 
be heavily committed to his business 
interests. Whether that would be severe 
enough to make him drop out of the race 
was uncertain Monday. 
One thing is certain however: all three 
incumbents have enjoyed being a part 
of the school board and Nogle in more 
recent times has been a leader in 
county wide school board activities. 
There is also much speculation on how 
many candidates will throw their hats in 
the ring incumbents or no.
